Senator Pearson introduced on leave,

a bill to prevent officers of 


corporations from accepting bribes. It

l>y rpfi-son of such consideration, shall be 
imprisoned in the state prison for two 
years or pay a fine of SlOOO and be sen- 
tenced to jail for one year.

A LECTUREJN ANATOMY 


BY DH. SAVAGE BEFOEE ST. 


PATSICK'S SCHOOL 


Interesting Discourse on the Structure of 


the Human 15ody. 


To the yocng men of the commercial 


and senior classes of St. Patrick's school 
yesterday afternoon Dr. John J. 
Savage 


delivered an exceedingly interesting talk 
on anatomy. 


It was the first of a series of talks to 


which these classes will he treated, and 
the progress hoped for on the part of . the 
pupils will certainly be attained in the en- 
lire series if the close attention and in- 
tense interest manifested by the pupils 
yesterday signify anything. 


Dr. Savage had with him several spe- 


cimens of skulls aud bonus which he ex- 
hibited to the pupils, and his talk was il- 
lustrated with figures drawn.on the board 
representing the 
various 
parts 
that 


combine to compose the human system. . 


Naturally this would he a "dry" sub- 


ject even to older persons but the young 
men evinced a tendency to follow closely 
the remarks of the speaker and many took 
notes. 


The doctor explained that the body is 


divided into four parts, the head, trunk, 
upper and lower extremity, and the loca- 
tion of each part was described at some 
length. 


The skull. IIP. told the pupils, has eight 


bones and the face fourteen bones. 
TliK 


composition of a bone. in the human 
body was explained and the relation of 
adjacent bones to each other. 


The meaning of what is known as a 


dead bone was made clear, and some time 
was devoted to explaining the formation 
of a bone in a child. 


He also told how tender are the bones 


in children, which accounts, he said, for 
children being bow-legged; who are al- 
lowed to walk before the bones have at- 
tained sufficient strength and growth. 


The vertebrae with its !>fi bones was re- 


ferred to, aud tile-speaker reminded his 
hearers of the verytsensitive nature of this 
part of the system. 


He made known tho] terras applied to 


the different joints in the body, such as 
the hip joint, which is known as the ball 
and sock joint, and the elbow joint to 
which the term hinge joint is given. 


In conclusion he touched upon disloca- 


tions,as he deemed it importantjand useful 
for them to have some knowledge on this 
subject. 
So he illustrated the method of 


reducing a dislocation and of uniting a 
break. 


Dr. Savage will deliver a few more talks 


advancing each time to something deeper 
hut ac the same time apt to be of a more ' 
interesting nature. 


Eev. Bro. George has also arranged for 


lectures on the following subjects during , 
the year: "How to get there," which will i 
be of a humorous character; American I 
literature, English literature, commercial i 
law, reading, rhetoric, music.and several i 
others.
